which  brought  on  the  present  conflict  with  Ger- 
many; through  this  study,  too.  they  arc  coming 
to  realize  the  precautions  which  must  he  taken 
after  the  peace  and  the  tolerance  which  must 
prevail  at  that  time.  Anyone  who  has  a  "C" 
average  for  one  semester  of  German   may  join.

U.  City  was  dethroned  from  its  three  year  reign  over  Suburban 
Big  Four  football  in  1941.  The  esprit  de  corps  essential  for  a  winner 
was  not  present  in  sustained  amounts  to  off -set  team  inexperience  and 
a  completely  new  backfield.  The  successful  "T"  formation  was  em- 
ployed, along  with  the  U.  City  double-wing  back  and  punt  formations. 
The  Indians  took  to  the  "T"  with  enthusiasm,  and  against  nearly 
equal  lines  the  offense  scintillated  to  tunes  of  33  and  38  points;  but 
against  the  powerful,  veteran  lines  of  Soldan,  Normandy  and  Maple- 
wood  the  attack  failed,  and  so  did  the  defense,  both  pass  and  line. 
The  Tribe  played  its  best  game  at  C.  B.  C.  Eder,  reminiscent  of 
Lefty  Blumberg,  streaked  for  three  long-  touchdown  runs,  and  the 
Kaiser  to  Howell  passing  combination  clicked  for  two  touchdowns.
